BLOOD MAY FLOW IN THE 


STREETS OF CITY. 


Strikers Will Be Massacred If They 


Assemble in Square at 


St. Petersburg. 


ST, PETERSBURG, Jan, 21.—The 


strikers ara continuing their agitation 
•with unabated 
activity. 
Throughout 


the morning they have been parading 
the main streets in the center o£ the 
city and closing every industrial es- 
tablishment. 


' NO VIOLENCE. 


The agitation hitherto has been car- 


ried on with remarkable absence of 
actual violence, the committee of the 
union having issued instructions that 
everything be done as quietly as pos- 
sible and that no personal violence be 
offered the police, street traffic in the 
leading thoroughfares is hardly inter- 
fered with, the demonstrators filling 
the streets, politely making way for 
passing 
sledges. . A 
list oE the '174 


works close's as the result of yester- 
day's coercive measures shows 
that 


every industry is involved, including 
railway construction and electrical en- 
gineering. In view of the probable fail- 
ure of the electric supply for stores 
and offices, householders .are laying 
in large stocks of candles. The public 
is nervous and excited and the opinion 
is freely expressed that the govern- 
ment will he forced to concede the de- 
mands of the men. 


FATHER GOPON. 


Father Gopon, who was reported to 


have been kidnapped during the night, 
is understood to be at large this morn- 
ing, -going from place to place organ-' 
izing and directing everything-. 
His 


dictum is that the meeting shall taKe 
place on the Palace Square, no matter 
if It results In a massacre f the men. 
He says they must be resolved to do or 
die. 
It is noteworthy that the leaders 


are going back to the French revolu- 
tion for their parallels. 
The deputa- 


tion sent to Tsarskoe-Selo is compared 
with the march of the mob to Versail- 
les. . The assemblage planned for to- 
morrow is likened to the march of the 
multitude wearing red caps of liberty 
to the Tulleries to present their de- 
mands to Louis XVI. 


THE TROOPS. 


"While there is much talk that 
the 


troops may be overawed by the moo, 
the authorities do not manifest the 
•slightest apprehension on this score. 


The 
Cossacks and the guard regi- 


ments, they declare, can be relied up- 
on. Two regiments of infantry have 
also been brought here from Riga. 
Nevertheless the authorities are 
ex- 


tremely nervous, realizing that blood 
once spilled in the present temper of 
the excited men spurrec^ on by Social- 
ist agitators, it is impossible to pre- 
dict the end. Trie Emperor's advisers, 
however, declare he must' put down 
the agitation with firm hands and that 
if he yields, as Louis XVI at Versailles, 
all may be lost. 


MANY ROWS. 


While many drunken rows .have oc- 


curred and a number of men have been 
injured, no serious collisions have been 
reported up to this morning. An enor- 
mous number of arrests of known rev- 
olutionaries 
took 
place during the 


night. 


An attempt will be made to close all 


the bakeries in order to threaten the 
city with famine. The workmen are 
also reported to have decided to cut 
the telephone and telegraph wires and 
cut off St. Petersburg altogether from 
communication with the outside world. 


SITUATION CRITICAL. 


Altogether, the situation is most crit- 


ical. 
Father Gopon, when apprised 


that the government proposed to pre- 
vent the demonstration tomorrow, is- 
sued instructions to the men that they 
must go • to the palace square with 
their .wives and children, "but 
the 


men must be armed," he Is reported to 
have said. 
"We must first show we 


are peaceful. .We have appealed in 
vain to the employers and to bureau- 
cracy. 
Our last hope is the Emperor 


himself. 
If he refuses to see us and 


orders them to disperse us, then we 
must fight." - 


PROTECT EMPEROR. 


Father Gopon has had a guard of 


400 sworn workmen formed to protect 
the Emperor from harm 
1C he will 


come to the palace square tomorrow. 


Among the rumors afloat is one to 


the effect lhat the famous Preprio- 
jensky guard regiment has declared 
it would refuse to fire on the mob,, 
but this like many other sensational 
reports, pertaining to widespread dis- 
affection in the army, is not .confirmed.

A TRYING MOMENT. 


The resolution was Introduced only 


a short time before the noon adjourn- 
ment, which had been, owing to an 
•unusual pressure of business, extended 
till 1:30 o'clock. At that time, there 
was a. reeling of unrest In the House, 
because a large number of the mem- 
bers were anxious to catch the trains 
which were to take them home over 
the Sunday adjournment. 


Despite this fact, Mr. Devlin secured 


the floor and the resolution was sent 
to the clerk's desk. 


Speaker Prescott, under a mistaken 


Idea as to the purport of the Instru- 
ment, said It would be referred to the 
committee on claims. 


• Mr. Devlin declared that there was 
nothing In the resolutions to warrant 
such a reference and that he would 
like to have the measure considered 
by the House without reference to any 
commltte. 


This was the first time that such a 


request has been made this session in 
the Assembly, and It was a daring- 
move to make considering the im- 
patience of the members to bring t!ie 
-ession to close. 


There was no objection to granting 


Mr. Devlin's request and he proceeded 
to briefly outline the purport of the 
resolutions which had been read by 
the clerk. 


Assemblyman Goodrich said that he 


knew nothing about the subject-mat- 
ter of the resolutions and deemed It 
advisable to have the matter contin- 
ued until the facts could tie ascertain- 
ed. At the same time he disclaimed 


having any ulterior purpose In making 
this statement. 


Assemblyman Devlin then explained 


the resolutions, the purpose for which 
they had been Introduced, the char- 
acter of the man whom it referred to 
and the loss he had sustained because 
of the perfidy of a trusted employe, 
speaking as follows: 


DEVLIN'S REPLY. 


"In assuming that the facts per- 


taining to this resolution 
were 
of 


common knowledge, I possibly took 
for granted more than was warranted 
by the conditions and, for that rea- 
son, did not speak of the resolution 
when the question was put.' 


"For the benefit of the gentleman 


who has asked for Information con- 
cerning the resolution as well as for 
others who are uninformed as to its 
Import, I would say that, as succes- 
sor of Hon. Frank Leach, who, at one 
time, represented Solano County In 
this body, the district which I now 
have the honor to represent, I deem 
it 
appropriate 
to suggest that the 


Legislature of this state give voice to 
its sentiments, concerning which 
I 


think, and I think those who are fa- 
miliar with the facts also consider an 
Injustice .done an honorable gentle- 
man through the medium of the harsh 
technicalities of the law.

Frank A. Leach for many years 


has been superintendent of the United 
States Mint at San Francisco.. During 
his Incumbency, the theft of a sum 
of $30,000 was committed by a sub- 
ordinate employe. At the trial of the 
person charged with this crime, which 
resulted In his conviction, no sugges- 
tion or intimation or imputation was 
made that Mr. Leach was, in any 
manner, connected with the crime or 
that he wa's In any degree or manner 
guilty of any negligence or other der 
fault. 
On the contrary, It was esta- 


blished that in this, as In the balance 
of his honorable life, he stood before 
the world, untarnished and unsmlrch- 
ed. 


DEMANDS OF 
LAW, 


"Notwithstanding such absolute vin- 


dication, the harsh, cold and cruel 
hand of the law demands of the Inno- 
cent party to the transaction: 
'Yield 


up that which you have honestly earn- 
ed to satisfy the technicality of the 
law.'

introduced into the Senate, but that 
body adjourned before the measure 
could be taken to it from Assembly. 
Monday next, accordingly, the upper 
House will take action on the subject.

The Directors of the Board of Trade 


realized after considering the matter 
thoroughly that it would be an easy mat- 
ter for friends of eitheriof the water pro- 
positions to rally in such numbers or to 
secure the attendance at the meeting of 
enough members of the board to make a 
majority for one or the other proposition. 
Then In case a resolution was presented 
backed by a majority of the members 
present nothing could prevent the Board 
of Trade from . being put. on record ono 
way or the other in the existing water 
contest. 
Such action would be contrary to the 
by-laws of the Board of Trade as section 
seven of article five is as follows: 
"It shall be competent for the board at 
any regular or special meeting to inaugu- 
rate any movement or- propose any line of 
action by a vote of the majority of those 
present. But no distinct measure of pub- 
lic policy, no proposition for the pur- 
chase or improvement of real estate, or 
otherwise involving the expenditure of 
large sums of money by the Board of 
Trade, or by the public, shall be-finally 
determined upon, except by the affirma- 
tive vote, or the approval in writing o: a 
majority of all the members of 'the 
board." 
Tne circular letter is. as follows: 
"Oakland, Cal., Jan. 21. 1905. 
"Dear Sir—Information having been re- 
ceived by the Board of 'Directors of the 
Oakland Board of Trade, that the dis- 
cussion as individuals -of the

ouestion announced- for next Tuesday

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Lawson's Attack. 


The New York World gives an interesting account of the tactics 


adopted by Rockefeller and his associates in reference to the assault 
made upon them by Lawson in his "Frenzied Finance" articles. The 
World says that the failure of Henry Rogers to prosecute Lawson 
when District Attorney Jerome of New York City refused to appear 
against the latter in a criminal proceeding, was due to the information 
given Rogers and his associates that proceedings of that character 
would have to be commenced in a magistrate court and that they would 
be compelled to submit to rigid cross-examinations by Lawson's at- 
torneys. Thereupon John Rockefeller gave directions to his confreres 
that a policy of dignified silence should be pursued, insisting that if this 
were done La.wson \\ould soon "overreach" himself and that public 
sentiment would turn against him. Meanwhile several magazines, fol- 
lowing the lead of the one publishing the Lawson articles, have taken 
up similar lines with the result that the layman is in the way of acquir- 
ing much information, more or less reliable, as to the methods of finan- 
ciers in the many centers of our country. 


An American Statesmen. 


In 1861 a Spring-field, 111, photographer made a group picture, 


Abraham Lincoln occupied the center, sitting; on his right sat a man, 
apparently about 30 years of age; on his left-stood a youth, slender, 
of less than medium height, dressed in al ill-fitting suit of clothes with 
baggy trousers of what was then called the "peg-iop" variety. A thin 
mustache, barely visible, adorned his otherwise smooth face, and his 
left hand held a low-crowned, soft hat. 


Forty-four years have passed since that picture was taken. Yes- 


terday the name of the callow youth of 1861 was printed in thousands 
of daily newspapers in our own land and Europe, as it was to-day and 
as it will be to-morrow and through days, weeks and years to come; 
what he thinks, what he says, and what he writes are now of interna- 
tional concern. In London, Pans, Berlin, St. Petersburg, Rome, Vien- 
na, Constantinople, Pekin, the views and opinions of this one man are 
heeded to a degree never before known in the history of American 
diplomacy. His swift judgment, his keen knowledge of affairs—world- 
wide in extent; his purpose to benefit mankind; his love of peace and 
order; his wonderful tact in dealing with the representatives of other 
governments.; his compelling sense of justice; his love for his own 
country and abounding confidence in its future—all these combine 
to make the name of John Hay the most conspicuous to-day of all the 
names of men. In former years our nation has had in the office of Sec- 
retary of State men of great force and character but none equalled the 
world-dominating influence of the man now filling that exalted and re- 
sponsible station. 


Governor Folk of Missouri has notified lobbyists visiting the Cap- 


itol of his State during the Cession of the Legislature that they must 
register upon arrival and must leave town within a stated time. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, however, cannot thus protect Congress and the news 
dispatches say that there is now assembling in Washington the most 
powerful railroad lobby ever known at the Nation's Capitol to oppose 
the radical legislation contemplated in extending the power of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. The present railroad system of our 
country is so vast and so intricate that one can readily appreciate 
the deep concern of those to whom its management is entrusted. All 
thoughtful men will desire that no injustice be done the railroad com- 
panies but there is a general impression throughout the land that 
the Interstate Commerce Commission has been so hampered hereto- 
fore that it has been of little practical benefit to the country. 


The Proposed Anti Boycott Law. 


The bill to make boycotting unlawful now before the Legislature 


is based upon two erroneous assumptions. One is, that boycotting is 
of itself unjust and is always promoted by improper methods. 
The 


other is that a law to prohibit boycotting can be enforced equitably 
against all forms of the boycott. The purpose of boycotts is too often 
confounded with the methods sometimes employed to make it effective. 
Frequently a boycott that is not at all repugnant to a sense of justice is 
promoted by methods which outrage every sentiment of fair play. An 
unjustifiable boycott is sometimes promoted in an entirely unobjec- 
tionable manner. Therefore, a good object Is often marred by a bad 
method, while a bad object is not infrequently sought by means of 
which nobody has a right to complain. 


Organs of the Citizens' Alliance are prone to two mistakes in deal- 


Ing with questions relating to labor unions, strikes and the boycott. 
First, they assume that labor unions are unlawful in purpose and crim- 
inal In character. Second, that labor unions embrace the least worthy 
class of working men—that the vicious, the thriftless, the disorderly 
and the predatory elements to be found, as they are found in all ranks 
of society, in labor organizations are their controlling force; that the 
unions represent the least efficiency in the industrial world. 


Save for purposes of argument, no employer proceeds upon these 


assnmptions. Every architect, builder, 
manufacturer 
and general 


contractor knows that the most effective workmen are found in the 
labor unions.. They give constant evidence of this fact in the daily 
management of their own business affairs. 
They prefer to employ 


union labor, not tha: they like the labor unions, but because they know 
that they can get better service and better mechanics among members 
of labor unions than they can from non-members. In other words, 
the union man is, as a rule, more capable, the better trained and the 
more reliable workman. The inefficient workman is the exception in 
trades unions; he is the rule among non-union mechanics. On every 
hand one sees convincing proof that the better elements of the laboring 
class are to be found in the ranks of organized'labor. 


It is unfortunately true that in the labor unions are to be found 


violent, excitable and ignorant men who resort to unlawful methods 
when a serious clash between employers and employes occurs. 
A 


strike is a conflict and it engenders bitter animosities and arouses the 
fiercest passions of men. It is not strange therefore, that in every 
pjotracted struggle between labor and capital there should be occa- 
sional acts of violence and manifestations of hatred and hostility more 
or less pronounced. But the criminal acts are committed by a very 
small proportion of the men comprising the unions; the great majority 
of union men are orderly, law abiding and indisposed to transgress the 
law. To hold the vast majority of union men responsible for the acts 
of a few is wholly unjustifiable. To assume that the occasional acts of 
violence represent the method by which strikes or boycotts are to be 
made effective is an insult to common sense. 


A man may commit robbery with the intent to apply the proceeds 


to a most meritorious object. It would be foolish, in such an instance, 
to confound the method by which the money was obtained with the use 
to which it was applied. But that is precisely what the-opponents of 
union labor are doing when they point to the occasional acts of vio- 
lence as examples of the method and purpose of trades unions. Nor is 
it fair to presume that trades unions are organized to promote strikes 
or foment discord betwep-n employes and employers. That is not their 
purpose, and every man who has had a close, personal acquaintance 
with the practical operation of the principles of trades unions knows 
this to be true. 
< 


It is true that labor organizations sometimes fall under the leader- 


ship of narrow, bigoted, and even venal men who employ the power 
given into their hands for unjust and even predatory ends, but such 


cases are exceptions, in which the true principles, of unionism are per- 
verted or prostituted to serve ends foreign to the .object/ttiey, were in- 
stituted to subserve. Men of the Sam Parks' type are' as exceptional 
in the labor world as young Ketcham, the embezzler, was in the bank- 
ing world. Thieves and blackmailers are not confined to the labor 
unions. Nor can it be said that the absurd literalism-'in the /enforce- 
ment of union laws frequently observed is, due either to a spirit of in- 
justice or to a feeling of hostility towards employers. 
We often see 


good employers made the victims of some strained or harsh construc- 
tion of a union rule, and feel indignation at the folly exhibited without 
inquiring ^into the reason'for such apparent-foolishness. As a rule 
these strained constructions are forced by men without tact^or a sense 
of discrimination. Union rules cannot be made elastic though there is 
a wide latitude in their construction, because if they are stretched for 
one purpose, however good, they may be stretched for a hundred others 
not so good. In short, if union rules can be stretched to serve a good 
purpose they can be stretched for a bad purpose. In general their pur- 
pose is good and their object is to clearly define the relations between 
employer and employe and of employes with each other. 


Now there are good boycotts and bad boycotts. The people who 


are complaining loudest about the boycott constantly employ the black- 
list^ which is a boycott of a laboring man by employers. The black 
list is not of itself unjust, but it may be made the instrument of hideous 
injustice. There are men who ought to be blacklisted. 
There are 


others who are hounded unjustly out of their means of livelihood. So 
it is with the boycott. There are some boycotts that the public heartily 
sanctions, provided the methods employed are not such as to outrage 
the sense of order and fair play. There are other boycotts that the pub- 
lic instinctively condemns. 


The law to prohibit boycotting cannot be made to apply to black- 


listing. In the very nature of things, it is impossible to correct the 
injustice^ that may be inflicted by blacklisting. Blacklisting itself 
cannot be prevented by law. Consequently the proposed law against 
boycotting can be made to apply only to labor boycotts. Hence it is 
discriminatory in character and partial in its operation. It would be 
unfair to take away the laborer's weapon'and leave the dub still in the 
hands of his antagonists The better way is to rigidly enforce the law 
when the bounds are overstepped in boycotting, and leave to whole- 
some public sentiment the task of regulating interdicts against trade or 
individuals laid to compel an adjustment of labor disputes. 
In nine 


cases out of ten the boycott fails if it is unjust. If the boycott is prose- 
cuted by unlawful means it is a matter for the police to attend to. The 
Legislature should not commit the folly of forbidding a certain course 
of action because it may be abstractly unjust, or pursued in an ille- 
gal manner. Our forefathers boycotted tea because it was, as they 
deemed, unjustly taxed, and their boycotting went to the extreme of 
throwing it into the sea at Boston and Annapolis. For some years 
prior to the Civil War in many States there was an organized political 
boycott against men who advocated strict obedience to the Constitu- 
tion and the laws enacted by Congress. This was because a certain pro- 
vision of the Constitution outraged the moral sense and because anojh- 
er provision offended the sense of justice. Will any one say in the-light 
of to-day that those boycotts were wrong in principle or prosecuted 
from an unworthy motive?

THC TRIBUNE'S MISTAKE. 


' The OAKLAND TRIBUNE, in reply to the Independent, says: 


"The National Government is not going to spend money to assist 


nature in the process of shoaling the deep water harbor channels, 
and San Francisco will vigorously oppose any scheme that threatens 
the navigable waters of the bay and its tide water arms. It is all very 
well to talk about the duty of the government and to indulge in 
rhetoric about the great cities being dependent upon the interior, 
but the anchorage ground in San Francisco bay once allowed to fill 
up with detrius can never be restored.to what it is today. Better close 
up the river channels entirely th'an destroy the chief merit of San 
Francisco bay. The deritus from the mountains must not be moved 
on tot these waters to 'bar the finest port on the American continent 
to deep sea, commerce." 


No,'the National government will not spend money to "assist 


in shoaling deep water channels,'' but the' national government will 
spend money to remove the .shoals that impede interior water courses, 
and San Francisco will not only not oppose the scheme but will help 
it along. In fact, the national government has already appropriated 
money for that very purpose and the commercial organizations of San 
Francisco joined with- the Chamber of Commerce of Stockton in 
urging the national government'to do that very thing. When Stock- 
ton asked an appropriation of a quarter of million dollars for a divert- 
ing cahal it was based on the frankly stated fact that detritus from the 
mountains is .shoaling the navagable waters of Stockton channel and 
that wisdom and economy demanded .that the waters carrying this 
sediment be deflected so as to carry it beyond our choked channel and 
deposit it several miles below, in the deep water of the San Joaquin 
river, where the tides and floods would pass it on to a resting place 
in the ocean. --It is the same plan that is pursued in aJl river work. It 
is the only plan that can maintain navigable waters. And notwith- 
standing the protest of THE TRIBUNE it will "be the plan adopted 
for river improvement in California, and San Francisco influence and 
energy will co-operate cheerfully and wisely. 


Why, San' Francisco rests largely upon the sands that have been 


washed from the mountains through the bay into the ocean and then 
thrown up in dunes on the shore, which the speculators of the city 
are purchasing at the rate of $10,000 an acre. THE TRIBUNE'S 
apprehension about San Francisco bay being clogged with "detritus 
is to say the least somewhat premature. If it would delay its protest 
till the year 2505 there would be ample time to investigate the subject 
before conditions become 
critical. 
Moreover, THE TRIBUNE 


seemingly fails to comprehend that the bay waters must refceive in a 
given period of years fully as much detritus, whether the river is 
controlled or not. 
The river that is permitted to run riot through 


the land will carry as much sediment as when confined to its self-worn 
channel, and after a few years the river if unrestrained will carry larger 
quantities into the bay because it will invade lands more susceptible 
to transportation.—Stockton Independent.

As set forth in their petition it is 


the desire of the trustees to begin 
the erection of the hospital with one 
ward and some other necessary build- 
ings at a cost of $75',000 and then add 
to this until the entire structure is 
finished, which from 
plans 
already 


adopted will cost when completed the 
sum of $250,000. 
This work it Is 


said should have been begun as early 
as 1896, but from the conditions un- 
der which the trust is governed they 
have been unable to do this until the 
present time, when if there are no

KNAVE 


James Britt Has Just Bought a Row 


of Flats—The Grand Jury 


SAN FRANCISCO, January 21.—The determination of the legislative 


committee on corporations to investigate the get-rich-quick schemes and 
crooked building and loan associations that infest the State of California 
and fleece its population, promises to accomplish untold good. 


San Francisco is the mecca for the sure-thing man. There are large 


buildings in San Francisco occupied exclusively by people manipulating get- 
rich-quick schemes. 


These swindlers do not confine their efforts to the Coast. Many of them 


operate as far East as New York. Some of these get-rich-quick swindlers 
float bogus mines; others conduct fake land deals; others handle exclusively 
mythical gas, electric, water, light and hea.t companies. 
l 


Minnesota, the Swede's paradise, is the most fertile field in which these 


get-rich-quick schemers toil. The Swedes in' Minnesota are possessed of a 
mania to become millionaires in a year. Hence the ease with which the 
get-rich-quick men gather in their money. 


But the ordinary get-rich-quick scheme is nothing compared to the ap- 


parently legitimate building and loan association gag. These institutions sup- 
posedly are conducted in accordance with the law. The people who run them 
base their scheme for profits on the failure of their subscribers to make good 
their monthly, quarterly or yearly payments. Most of them are bare-faced 
swrhdles. 


The Examiner's expose of the Continental Building and Loan Associa- 


tion, which promises to be one of the most sensational financial stories ever 
printed in California, has startled the commercial world of the Coast. 
Mr. 


Corbin, the manager of this association, is openly charged with being over 
$230,000 short in his accounts. The pa,per announces that it can prove these 
assertions and it now looks as though the legislative committee will make 
a thorough inquiry into the methods of conducting this famous institution 
•which is presided over by Dr. Washington Dodge, the Assessor of this city 
and county. 
. 


I am told that when the proposition to investigate the get-rich-quick 


concerns and the building and loan associations, was sprung in the corpora- 
tion committee b> Senator Frank French, there was a demonstration of joy. 
Practically every member of the committee had at one time or other been 
fleeced by a building and loan association, and with the aid of French's reso- 
lution they saw a chance to square accounts. 


If the accusations against Corbin are substantiated, it will be compulsory 


for the Grand Jury to take up the matter along the lines it has adopted in 
prosecuting the Eppingers as a consequence of their fraudulent failure. 


A Grand Jury inquiry into the manner of conducting the Continental 


Building and Loan Association would be very interesting as a number of the 
jurors are politically, socially and financially associated with the men at the 
head of the Continental. 


Frenzied finance makes strange bed-fellows. 


Last week I stated that the Grand Jury had degenerate'd into a tool of a 


Jl.vta.iii newspaper and is devoting its efforts to pulling the political chestnuts 
of James D. Phelan out of the fire. The attack on the Schmitz administra- 
tion, while it may be legitimate in itself, is indirectly for the purpose of re- 
habilitating James D. Phelan politically. But the game is so obvious that it 
has already defeated itself. 


Now, as to the Grand Jury being the servant to a certain element of the - 


press, let me tell this story. 


Last week Foreman Andrews and several members of the Grand Jury 


accompanied the Board of Public Works on a tour of inspection of the ten- 
cent theaters. When they got to the Baldwin Theater, which is supposedly 
to be partially owned by Abe Ruef, Commissioner Aigeltinger excused him- 


self from the Grand Jurors for a moment and went to a telephone. A mem- 
ber of a newspaper staff chanced to be near the telephone. He claimed that 
Aigeltinger telephoned to Ruef the object of the visit of die Board of Works 
and the Grand Jurors to the Baldwin Theater. 


The local reporter went to his office and told the story to his city 


editor. 
The story was not published' ih the paper. The next day the 


reporter very foolishly told a leading member of the Grand Jury what he 
heard Aigeltinger say, and what his city editor said when he reported the mat- 
ter to him. That night the complete story of the experience of the local 
reporter appeared in the evening Bulletin. 


I understand the reporter lost his job. If he has not been dismissed he 


certainly Bought to be, for no man has a right to be on a newspaper who 
will tell an outsider anything that takes place between himself and his editor. 


If the Gra.nd Jury is sincere in its inspection of the theaters it can do a 


great deal of good. There is not a theater in San Francisco that complies 
with the fire ordinances. I don't know of any one playhouse that would not be 
an absolute death-trap should a fire break out within its walls. But some- 
how or other the owners of the theaters have never been forced to insure the 
safety of their patrons. The struggle for coin is so intense that they never 
give the lives of the ticket purchasers a thought. Some night there will be 
a fire in San Francisco a.nd the tragedy of the Iroquois Theater in .Chicago 
will be repeated. Then there will be all sorts of crusades and possibly a 
fe\v more convicts in the State's Prison. 


But to return to the Grand Jury investigation. As soon as the members 


of that body staited out to inspect the pla\ houses, in some occult manner the 
seeds of dissension were sown. One member of the Boa.rd of Works accom- 
panying the Grand Jury wanted to have his way, and the Grand Jurors wanted 
to have theirs. The Work's Commissioner declared that the Grand Jury 
was simply trying to pass the buck to his department of the municipal gov- 
ernment, while the Grand Jurors declared that the commissioner was trying 
to throw odium upon their body. As a result of this row practically nothing 
was accomplished. 


The quest of the Grand Jury for the real owners of the temple of sin on 


Jackson street is laudable, and I hope will result in the sensational disclosures 
anticipated by those "in the know." It is a notorious fact that people promi- 
nently connected with the administration are financially interested in this sty. 
When the permits to operate the place were secured from the Board of 
Works and the Police Commissioners, dummies and myths were used as ap- 
plicants. All of the newspapers tried to find one man by the name of Kelly 
who had done business with the Board of Works. After two weeks' search 
it was patent that Mr. Kelly did not exist. It is said that the name of an 
Italian employed as a cook was used in securing one license. 


As it costs a great deal of money to float such an enterprise, it is obvious 


that people of financial standing must be in some way connected with the 
deal. If Abe Ruef wanted to, he could tell the names of every person con- 
nected with the institution in a money way. • 


I think the appearance of Abe Ruef before the Board of Police Com- 


missioners Wednesday night as the attorney for the French restaurants, was 
the most foolish play that the tenderloin boss has thv,s far made. The trouble 
with Ruef is an abnormal case of the big head. He has been so lucky that 
he imagines nothing can stop him. As it is a well-known fact that The people 
who own "Delmonicos" are willing to spend $20,000 to defeat the scheme of 
the Police Commissioners to deprive them of their license, I think a man 
with Ruef's connections ought to be "hands off." If the French restaurants 
are permitted to retain their licenses, there will always be an impression that 
they won out via, the boodle route. 


Now, 
so far as Abe's omnipotence's concerned, I am very skeptical. 


The conviction of Wyman for illegally voting must be a very bitter pill for 
Ruef tp swallow. 
If there was any way on earth that he could have pre- 


vented Wyman's conviction, he would have done so. Wyman's fate has 
weakened the confidence of the tenderloin in Ruef's ability to grant them un- 
limited protection.

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There seems to be a good deal of surprise among the sporting fraternity 


over Mr. James Britt being able tar purchase a $30,000 row of flats. It was 
the general impression, that like most prizefighters, the former plumber per- 
mitted the easy money that came his way to pass through his fingers. 


Mr. Britt does not permit money to pass through hU fingers, save on its 


way to the Hibernia Bank. Since becoming a professional pug, he Iv.s saved 
a little over $40,000. In all probability he has more real money than any 
pugilist in America. 


At one time Jim Corbett was very wealthy; but a number of unsuccess- 


ful business ventures reduced the size of his bank roll. Just now I think he 
has to depend, to a great extent, upon his vaudeville stunts as a means of 
livelihood. 


Jeffries has made less money than any of the great champions. During 


the first year of his career as the world's greatest pug, he spent practically 
every cent he earned. Then he was stricken with remorse, and finally the 
spirit of economy took possession of him. 
Now, I judge, he has about 


$20,000. 


Fitzsimmons was a great money maker in his time, but he has always 


lived up to his income. I think the house at Bath Beach is about all that he 
has to show for his wonderful career in the ring. 


John L. Sullivan, who made over $1,000,000 as a fighter, is now a pau- 


per. A few of his friends put bread in his mouth and clothes on his back. 
I don't suppose there will ever be another champion as popular as Sullivan. 
He was the original knocker-out, and everywhere he went during his tour ol 
the woild, he was received in spectacular fashion. He drank enough raw 
whiskey to launch a modern battleship in. All sorts of fantastic tales were 
written about his movements by dreamers of the press in the days of his 
greatness. There was one story to the effect that he put the lighted end of 
a cigar in his eye to show his grit. When he was retired to the has-been class 
by Jim Corbett, John L. hadn't a dollar >on. earth. 


Tommy Ryan, the crack middleweight, has the first dollar he ever earned. 


He owns some property in Chicago and a small orchard in Michigan.

accepted by the United States post- 
office department, will make life yet 
more easy to the luxurious flat dwel- 
ler. 
It is nothing.less than an ele- 
vator for letters, the work of a New 
Tork woman, and the result of the 
vexation s*ie had experienced in re- 
ceiving- her mail In. the large apart 
ment house which she calls 
home. 


She had to send her servant down to 
the ground floor every time the post- 
man rang, a proceeding productive 
of dissatisfaction to both herself and 
the maid. 
She hegan to dream 
of 
some mechanical device that might 
aid her, and hoped that some 
one 


would bring it out—-but when hope 
failed she set about the task her- 
self. 
With her doors locked against 


ntrusion, she began at plans on her 
own account, and produced one that 
pleased her, after many efforts. 
She 
hurried off to Washington and the 
patent office, secured her patent, and 
came back flushed with success and 
with the necessary papers, had one 
of her elevators for letters made and 
set up in the building on Broadway, 
where she lives, and another has been 
put in a 12-story building near by. 
The postofflce department has them 
under constant inspection, and a com- 
mission appointed by the late Post- 
master-GeneraL.

adapted for letters. Says the Star; 


It rises as any other elevator is In 


the 
habit of doing 
when properly 


called upon, and upon arrival at the 
second floor is caught and detained 
Cor a moment by a lever. Every com- 


i partment in the mail elevator has a 
| corresponding one In the' building, 
and when the elevator Is detained at 
each floor its compartments 
auto- 


matically dump their 
contents into 
the boxes on that floor and the ma- 
chine proceeds to the next, and so on 
to the top story, after which the ele- 
vator is automatically returned to the 
starting point at the ground floor. If 
there is no mail for a certain -box no 
harm is done, for the elevator simply 
opens its paw and yawns, then pro- 
ceeds in quest of more favored Indi- 
viduals. 
The openings of the boxes 


for the reception of mail from "the 
elevator are necessarily opposite the 
open space of the halls where the 
boxes are located. They are therefore 
free from disturbance by any one, 
just as all mall boxes now are, and 
many be only opened 'by the posses- 
sor of a key to the lock. The door 
through which the mail is deposited 
is automatically opened and closed by 
the ratchets on the elevator as it as-

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STORIES OF LENBACH. 


Reminiscences of 
the late Franz 


von Lenbach are given in the Contem- 
porary Review by Sidney Whitman. 
Lenbach began life as a ston-e mason 
under his father, -who -was a village 
builder. He had a pride and haughti- 
ness -which remind one of much great- 
er/men, as 
Beethoven and Michael 


Angelo. 
He declined to 
go to 
St. 
Petersburg when 
Alexander in in- 
vited him. He was' once summoned 
to London by telegraph to paint Cecil 
Rhodes.' 
Showing the telegram 
to 
Mr. whitman, he said: 
"Let him 
come to Munich." To one who asked 
him his price for a portrait, he re- 
plied, "That all depends. From 20,000 
marks, which I may ask, down to' 
5000 marks, which I may-be willing 
to pay for the privilege of painting 
an 
exceptionally 
interesting 
face." 


A Berlin banker once asked what he 
would charge for palntlng-his portrait, 
and Lenbach mentioned an unusually 
large sum In order to get rid of him. 
The millionaire objected, saying that 
he had bought for less than half the 
price a portrait of Bismarck which 
Lenbach 
had painted. "That 
may 
be," replied 
the artist, "it was a 
pleasure to me to portray him; but 
surely,; Herr X——, without offense, 
you do .-not imagine that it would be 
an equal pleasure 
to me to 
paint: 


you." 
In further illustration of his 
attitude In matters of tjie sort, Mr. 
Whitman tells this' anecdote: 
One day a gentleman, accompanied 


J>y a beautiful girl, came to see him 
at his studio In Rome. They turned 
out to bs a Venetian banker of the 
name of. Rombo. and. his daughter 
Arinina. 
After admiring 
everything 
they gave the painter -a- cordial invi- 
tation to be sure and come to Venice 
and. ;pay 
them 
a 
visit, . Passing 


through- Venice some time afterward, 
Lenbach met them again4 and ex- 
pressed a wish to be allowed to paint 
the daughter. The preliminaries were 
soon arranged, when an unexpected 
hitch. presented itself. 
Senof Rombo 
was desirous of arranging the price 
he was to pay for his daughter's por- 
trait; when, to his surprise,. Lenbach 
Insisted on painting her for nothing. 
He said it was, no labor-to him to 
paint a hea-d of such classical beauty, 
but an enjoyment which'wbuld yield 
him untold artistic .gratification, and 
for-which he could • take no payment 
whatever. Signer Rombo declined to 
accept such, a present, and insisted on 
paying for the ' portrait 
As both 
sides proved --obstinate the matter 
fell through, and the lady in ques- 
tion-—today 
the'renowned .Venetian 
beauty quite recently 
distinguished 


by. the". German emperor and known 
to the Vofld 'as Countess Morosinl— 
•was denied the privilege of being im- 
mortalized on canvas, by Lenbach, 
Mr. "Whitman tells us that 
the 
Austrian regarded the British Nation- 
al gallery • as in many respects the 
finest of public collections of paint- 
ings. He admired 
Constable 
and 
Turner, ..but particularly Reynolds and 
Gainsborough; he did not care much 
for Watts, saying: 
"Reynolds was a 
child of Nature; -Watt's is one of 
Nature's nephews." This shows the 
limitations of 'Lenbach; for Watts, as 
a pbrtrayef; of . the spirit.. was . far 
above the two elder artists. But he 
was' modest about' his own work, ex- 
pressing himsejlf thus:

I think I may possibly, have a chance, 
of.' living; but only If ilndivldualiza- 
tion' or characterization be 
deeined 
to constitute'* quality of permanent
